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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sturmer et al, U.S. Patent 6,513,405 Bl. 

Sturmer et al. shows, in Figs. 1-3, a twistshifter for a bicycle, the twistshifter comprising; 

a housing element (1 or la) mounted about and nonrotatably fixed to the handlebar; 

an actuating element (3 and 12) or (3a and 12a), rotatable about an axis of the handlebar, 
the actuating element having a limited angle of rotation; 

a locking device (1 1 or 1 la) and (10 or 10a) including a first latching element (10 or 10a) 
arranged on the housing element and a second latching element (1 1 or 1 la) having a 
complementary shape for engagement with the first latching element and arranged directly on the 
actuating element, one of the first and second latching elements having a hook contour extending 
along a segment of a circumference of the twistshifter near the handlebar and the other of the 
first and second latching elements forming a cutout having a complementary shape to the hook 
contour and extending through one of the housing element and the actuating element, wherein 
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disengagement of the first and second latching elements permits disengagement of the actuating 
element from the housing element; 

wherein the first and second latching elements are arranged at a radius of the twistshifter 
located near the handlebar; 

wherein the first and second latching elements (10a and 11a) extend along two segments 
of a circumference of the twistshifter, the segments defining angles of different sizes; 

wherein the hook latching element is arranged on the actuating element; 

a chamfer extending along a segment of the circumference of the twistshifter having an 
angle corresponding to an angle of the segment of the hook latching element. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Amendment 

4. The Declaration filed on Jun 3, 2005 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 3 1 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Sturmer et al. reference. 

5. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date 
of reduction to practice of the Sturmer et al. reference to either a constructive reduction to 
practice or an actual reduction to practice. There lacks evidence of due diligence from a date 
prior to Apr 13, 2001 to the filing date of Jul 2, 2002. 
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6. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior to 
the effective date of the Sturmer et al. reference. While conception is the mental part of the 
inventive act, it must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence or by a complete 
disclosure to another. Conception is more than a vague idea of how to solve a problem. The 
requisite means themselves and their interaction must also be comprehended. See Mergenthaler 
v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 (D.C. Cir. 1897). Contrary to the Declaration stating 
that the inventor filled out the invention disclosure form (Exhibit A) prior to Apr 13, 2001, the 
Exhibit A appears to show the date of either Sep 6, 2001 or Jun 9, 2001 as the date of filling of 
the invention disclosure form. Either dates fails to show the conception of the invention being 
established prior to the effective date of Apr 13, 2001.
